EW of us Ure quickly of aspara- 
gus, served plain with melted 
butter, but If you want to serve it in 
“= «more substantial’ way, try the

Wash the asparagus well, cut off 
the lower part of the stalks and tle 
into a bundle, getting the stalks as 
even ag possibic. Stand upright in 
boiling salted water, and cook tll 
tender about .20 minutes. 


Have some slices of cooked bam 
chopped in fairly large pieces, and 
put these at foot of buttered fre- 
proof dish. Arrange the tender tops 
of the asparagus on it. 


Beat up 2 cKgs, scuson, and add a 
tublespoon melted butter, und pour 
over the dish, Bake In a quick uven 
eight minutes—and serve. 


Asparagus with Mousseline Sauce 


Cook one bundle of aspnragus 
30-35 minutes in boiling water. 
Drain and dish on one slice of toust 
—and serve with mousseline sauce. 


To mike this delicious sauce you 
require:— 

2 yolks of eggs. 

%& gill of cream. 

1 tablespoonful of white stock (or 
milk and water.) 

Grnted nutmeg; pepper and salt. 

% oz butter; lemon julee.

By this ls mennt, 
of course, those series of strident 
sounds which certain of the Chinese 
populace seem to take delight in 
muking regardless of the hour---such 
us raucous hawkers’ cries, watchmen 
noisily going about on thelr nocturnal 
rounds, ete. The latter, in fact, was 
to the General a source of the keen- 
est provocation. He _ strenuously 
objected to (he staccattoe click-clack 
of their barnboo rattles, and sought 
means to ubate the nuisance, forbld- 
ding the sounds to be made between 
the hours of 6 p.m. and 5 a.m. on the 
sround that they were disturbing to 
slumber. 


Good Administrator 


In his  enapacity of Lieutenant 
Governor, in which he served during 
the occasional absences from the 
Colony of the Governor, Sir John’ 
Davis, he distinguished himself on 
account of his polley of rigorous sup- 
Pression of the hordes of | robbers 
who seemed to make Hongkong their 
“happy hunting ground” even at that 
early day. Major-General D'Aguilar 
did not hesitate to use the troops for 
this purpose, ferreting out malo- 
Tactors with such zeal and enersy, 
that nowadays he would have as- 
suredly earned for himself the title 
of a sort of “super G-man,” As a rule, 
Mnijor-General D’Agullar got along 
quite well with his superior, Governor 
Davis, even going so far as to sane- 
tion what were popularly . regarded 
as some of the latter's worst acts. 
‘On the whole, too, he was quite 
well liked by the English community 
in the Colony, and upon his departure 
for England by the P. & QO. Co.'s 
steamer Lady M. Wood on February

At Chungking 


Chungking, July 6. 
The old Chungking Temple 
presented 2 busy and pathetic 
scene to-day ag child refugees, 
mostly war orphans, were re- 
ceived on their arrival from the 


war areas. 

More than 800 have already arrived 
here, while 22,000 are awaiting trans- 
portation frum Hankow by whatever 
ships are availiable to the city, where 
volunteer worketa are — striving 
valinntly with hosts of problems 
presented by the almost unheralded 
arrival of these walfs. 

Beneath the shadow of the old 
curved roof, held up by lofty pillars, 
Chinese women doctors were patientiy 
vaccinating the new arrivals, when 
Renter's correspondent visited the 
establishment, while in the open 
courtyard several hundred children, 
roughly assorted according to their 
ages, were receiving educational 
Instruction, 

“Some cannot even understand cach 
other, so different are their dialects,” 
declared a member of the Chinese 
Women's Assoclation for War Relicf, 
who neted as puide. 

PARENTS KILLED BY BOMBS 

She said, “They come from all 
provinces of north-east China. Many 
come from Kaifeng and Chengchow, 
where thelr parents are said to have 
been vieUms of the Japanese bemb- 
ings.” 

At a corner of the courtyard, large 
Kroups uf washer-women were indus- 
trios: secubbings small garmen 
while sewing machines hummed ag

“We have been 
obliged to start a small clothes fuctory 
in order to cure for the needs of those 
children who have no clothes or whose 
clothes are worn out, while the dis- 
pensary and slck room is also busy.” 

Temple rooms have been prepared 
as dormitories and wooden bunks 
have been prepared, each with a 
neatly folded clean bedding, while 
efforts have been made to use all 
space to advantage. 

“Many, however,” she suld, “sleep 
on mats spread on the stone floors, 
owtng to lack of bunks.” 

Reuter’s correspondent in a last

CHINA | 


UNDAUNTED 


BY REVERSES AT 
‘HANDS OF INVADER 


- Hankow, July 6. 


A stirring and dispassionate appeal to the, Friendly 
Powers of the world for an effective check on Japtinaese 
aggression against China to ensure the maintenance. of. 
Far Eastern and world peace was given by. Generalissimo, 
Chiang Kai-shek on the eve of the first anniversary of the 


Sino-Japanese hostilities. 


The Generalissimo’s statement, a tuba document 
of more than 2,000 words, tells ‘China’s friendly Powers 
and all peace-loving people'of the world that it is the 
deep conviction of every, single member of the Chinese 
nation that justice will finally prevail. : 


The entire nation, Gencralissimo 
assures the world, will resist Japan~- 
ese aggression to “the very last with 
the greatest determination. Until 
Japan withdraws her aggressive army 
and until Chinese territorjal 
sovereignty is fully restored, no de- 
viatlon whatever could be made a8 
regards China's predetermined policy 
of resistance. 


The dic is cast. The entire people 
of the Chinese nation, fully apprised 
of thelr tremendous duty to their 
own country and to the world, will 
not lool baci, the manifesto solemn- 
ly states. 


China’s resisting strength, Chiang 
informs the world, ts boundless and 
will not be exhausted. This: has 
been proven by the fact that instead 
of being cowered .into abject sub- 
mission, the Chinese people have re- 
doubled their efforts at resistance 
against the inhuman and innumerable 
atrocities committed by the Japanese 
troops. 

PEACE INDIVISIBLE 

Chiang emphasizes that peace $s 
indivisible and isolation could not be 
had. As long as Japanese aggression 
is not checked, Far Eastern and Inter- 
national pence cannot be maintained. 

It is the duty of all human belngs, 
the statement points out, to maintain 
international justice and truth and 
uphold the sanctity of international 
treaties, and it would be unnecessary 
to say how such an important goal 
may be achieved by the common 
effort of all peace loving nations and 
peeple, . 

Chinng at the beginning of his 
statement expressed on behalf of 
himself and the 450,000,000 Chinese 
people their thanks to the help and 
assistance rendered by the friendly 
Powers since the beginning of the 
war, 


Declaring that the two main policies 
of the National Government are 
first, the restoration of the Chinese 
nation, and secondly, the upholding, 
with other nations of the world, of 
international justice, the manifesto 
then proceeds to recount the varlous 
encroachments perpetrated by Japan- 
ese imperialism against Chinese 
sovereignty, ° 

Culminating a serles of aggressive 
acts, which included the forcible 
occupation of China’s Four Enstern 
Provinces, tho statement states, Japan 
opened her present war this day last 


year at Lukouchlao and later extended 
It to Shnnghal. 


GREAT PROVOCATION. 


It was under the grentest pro- 
vocation, and after having exhausted 
the lMmit of her patience, beyond 
which she could not allow herself to 
go for her very existence and inter- 
national treaty sanctity, that China 
opened her mighty war of resistance 
which has since shattered the Japan- 
ese dream of a quick China conquest, 
the statement says. 


The Generallssimo then refera to 
his repented statements which were 
tssucd previously in which he picdged 
himself to the vanquishing of Japan- 
ese arms in China and the completion 
of a new reconstruction for the 
nation. 


This war of resistance has now 
completed its first memorable year. 
With the opening of the first shot at 
Lulkouchiao, hostilities have since 
been cxtended to Chahar, Sulyuan, 
Shansi, Shantung, Klangsu, Chekiang, 
Honan and Anhwet. 

Although nominally the Japanese 
eccupled territory covers an area 
larger than continental Europe, only 
a few isolated places lying across 
communication lines were actually 
under Jnpanese occupation, which 
furthermore were only given up by 
the Chinese after having exacted a 
costly toll from the invaders, 

Reverting to Japanese atrocities, 
Generalissimo Chiang informs the 
world that unspeakable savagery and 
wanton destruction have characterised 
the behaviour of the Japanese army 
in China. 

Properties and capital outlays in 
Japanese occupied areas, amounting 
to untold billions of dollars, have 
been destroyed and ruined; countless 
numbers of men, women, children and 
aged havé been killed, kidnapped. 
raped, tortured and subjected to all 
kinds of horror, > 


SAVAGE--ATTACKS

| Japanese Government, reported 


yesterday, to issue an emer- 
gency war-time currency, ap- 
pears highly significant. In any 
case, the announcement will 
most certainly hearten - the 
Chinese people on this day—the 
anniversary of ‘the outbreak of 
a war which Japan still insists 
upon calling. an “incident.” It 
is such an incident as has caused 
her to issue new notes and coins 
which are not redeemable 
until] one year after the end of 
hostilities in China; and as far 
as can be seen there is no guar- 
antee that the issue will be re- 
deemed for a long time te come, 
This piece of economic strategy 
has all the ear-marks of infla- 
tion, and seems to indicate that 
Japan can no longer hide the 
fact that her resources are 
strained by the long-drawn out 
hoatilities in Asia, Chinese, very 
naturally, will ask themselves: 
What will the next step be? Js 
Japan’s currency going to col- 
lapse? What further emergency 
legislation is contemplated? 


Any one who has the slightest 
conception of the cost of war— 
and Britain is spending £1,000,- 
000° a day ‘on, a peace-time re- 
armament plan—will recognise 
the enormous strain which a 
year’s bitter campaigning must 
have put upon the Japanese re- 
sources. Early in the war, the 
Chinese. argued that’ Japan 
would exhaust “herself in at- 
tempting to conquer their vast 
country and that, when the time 
came when she could no longer 
afford to buy essential supplies, 
China would have her innings.

Taking it Quietly 


In 1914 Europe exploded, and drag- 
ged in n moiety of the outside world, 
over the assassination of an Austrian 
archduke, A whole battuc of Aus- 
trian archdulces might be prepetrated 
now, and not a single sentry outside 
the chancellerics of Europe would so 
much as undo the button of his gns- 
respirator. 

Fifty years ago we had Mr, Glad- 
stone fulminating against the Turks 
because of their Armenian atrocities, 
and holf Britain was heated to war 
fever. The Nazis have perpetrated 
the most abominoble outrages on the 
Jews, but “no voice or hideous hum 
sounds through the arched roof in 
words deceiving.” When the German 
Emperor sent a gunboat to Agadir 
about ten years before the Great 
War, France and Britain practically 
called out the guard. About a dozen 
British ships have been bombed or 
torpedoed on thelr lawful occasions 
within the last twelve months, and 
we have not even blown a police 
whistle. 

There is no suggestion of a low 
European flash-pofnt nbout this re 
trospect. On the exact contrary, it 
demonstrates a most remarkably high 
one. There may be high blood pres- 
sure In the diplomatic arteries, but 
those arterles have never been jn 2 
less brittle or more elastie condition. 
To borrow one of those Transatlantic 
cliches of which some of us seem 50 
fond, “We cnn take it!” We can, and 
do, take it, almost daily and hourly, 
in a manner which would have been 
altogether beyond the endurance of 
our belligerent forebears. The rude 
forefathers of the hamlet would huve 
had their coats off, and their sleeves 
well tucked up for oction, when we 
merely get a trifle hot under the 

ollar,

Personalities of Old Hongkong 


Major-General Sir George 


Charles D’Aguilar, CB. _ 


By T. Paul Gregory 


One of the really great personalities in the early history 
of the Colony was that of the first G. O. C., Major-General 
Sir George Charles D’Aguilar, C.B. He was a man who 
foresaw the future wealth and grandeur of Hongkong, 
and, soldier though he was, he clearly realised that this 
“Dit of Britain” in the Far East would never achieve its 
real significance in the fabric of the Empire unless the 


military and civilian authorities worked hand in hand for 


the accomplishment of a common purpose. fo. 
the greater part of his time here, 


he ceaselessly devoted 


and as a result of his efforts, 


the “fairest gems in the 
Empire.” 

Major-General Sir George Charles 
D’Aguilar was born in England about 
the year 1800, He sprang from mar~ 
tial forebears, and began his carcer 

‘sn the army at an carly - age. His 
undoubted capacity for the life of a 
soldier won for him a steady series 
of promotions, and by the time that 
| he figured in local history he 
was already a Major-General. The 
terse announcement of the day states 
that "he was appointed to command 
H.M.’s land forces in China and also 
to serve as Licutenant Governor of 
the newly constituted Colony of 
Hongkong.” His timely arrival here 
by H.M.S. Castor on December 27, 
1843 marked the initiatory efforts of 
the Home Government to make the 
infant Colony into.a great military 
outpost. : 


First Meeting Of The 
Legislative Council 


The appointment of Major-General 
D‘Aguilar in his secondary official 
capacity as Licutenant Governor of 
the Colony was duly gazetted on 
January 11, 1844. This date was in 
reality a “red Ietter” one in the his- 
tory of Hongkong; for upon this day 
the Legislative Council met for the 
first time, and the confirmation of 
Major-General D’Aguilar in his office

stable being a soldicr minus his pro- 
per uniform was bringing disgrace 
upon the profession of arms by. pre- 
tending to be able to order the arreat 
ofone of H. M.’s-duly uniformed 
forces.” The offair, at first ludicrous, 


but, thanks to the swift. action of 
Major-General D'Aguilar, it was 
speedily settled and the recalitrant 
lieutenant . brought to book. The 
Heutenant, . however, mude things 
much worse for himself by challeng- 
ing Major: Caine to a duel. When 
this came to the cars of the G. O. C., 
his censure was prompt and thorough,. 
the outcome being that Licutenant 
Macdonald was court-mertiatled, and, 
reduced in rank, ‘The successful 
conclusion of the ‘affair won for 
General D’Aguilar the esteem of the 
residents, and assured the close co- 
operation of the military in the ‘ad- - 
ministration of impartial justice 
which has continued ‘ever since.

The bunkers 
have to be sanded, the fairways cut 
and the greens kept as near perfect 
us they possibly can be. Machinery 
aad men make it n costly business, 
too 

The cost of malntaining a course 
varies. Some seaside links are well 
kept at a reasonable cost. but an 
inlind course, with drainage, cte., 
as an udditional expense, requires 
more jubour and money, The in- 
land course on which To play keeps 
10 men busy. There is on annual 
tlemoon the batinee sheet of £1,880 
tor course upkeep, 

In stating the above, 1 hope bo have 
not given the impression that golf 
In a costly game to play. Far from 
eheapest forms of recreation and 
xe that itis possible lo indulge 
ino Everything depends upon the 
player. 

One whe is content te potter 
round the course and enjoy himself 
mo his awn way can du so very 
ebenply. An old set of clubs, three 
or four dozen balls, a pair of stout 
shoes and his club subseripttun is 
all that i need cost him. He can 
play a year's golf on a provincial 
course for less than £20. 

1{ is when the player gets the real 
fever that the cost increuses. He 
vels a set of the latest matched 
clubs, uses one or two new balls 
euch  reund, employs a caddie, 
dresses properly for the occasion and 
runs up the yearly bill, Then, 1 
golf can be expensive, And 
it becomes even more so if the player 
reaches the scratch mark and enters 
tournaments and open competitions. 
A yeorly expenditure of £300 is 
moderate for some of our leading 
amateurs. 


The Professional’s 
Position 


ESPITE the enormous amount 
of monty spent on the game, 
the professional side Js a blot on its 
foir name. Many ure apt to judge 
the carnings of a professional from 


| the amounts recelved by champions 


ike Walter Hagen and Gene Cotton, 
Alf Padgham and Charles 
combe in Engtand. Their earnings 
give a totally {lsc impression, In 
fact, the golf professor is the worst 
paid professional Jn all forms of 
sport. 

On the books of the P.G.A. there 
are 1,127 professionals and 455 
assistants, Some of them are lucky 
if they earn much more than £2 per 
week. The average carnings are £3 
per week, 

A professional usually receives 1 
retaining fee varying from £2 to £5 
per week. The remalnder he makes 
by giving lessons and from the 
profits on the sale of equipment. It 
is snd to think there are some clubs 
who do not pay a retaining fee; 
sadder stiJl to realise there are many 
club members who do not stipport 
their professional, but purchase their 
goods elsewhere. I have just been 
told of a case where a member tried 
out, three specified clubs and when 
the professional asked him if he was

“Institution of some sort of convoy 
system has received consideration 
but so fnr as J am aware there is at 
present no demand for it on part of 
the companies coricerned.” 

His Majesty’s Government rentised 
the importance of the question and 
pressure would continue to be 
exercised on the Japanese Govern- 
ment, Mr. Butler added, answering 
supplementary questions. — British 
Wireless.

balls used. In 1936 a grand total of 
12,876,000 balls were made ‘and sold

£1,0090,000. One big firm employs 
more than 400 men in its ball depart- 
ment, 

This docs not by any meang ex- 
haust the money spent on equipment, 
There are such things as bags, 
umbrellas, pullovers, leather hold- 
alls, waterproof trousers and jackcts, 
peg tees, printed score cards and a 
host of other things. They all mean 
more expenditure and more employ- 
ment. 

Besides thase employed in making 
equipment, there are thousands more 
needed for the upkeep of the course: 
ft is no stnall job keeping a cou 
in good playing order, The Bunkers 
have te be sanded, the falrways cut 
and Uhe greens Kept as near perfect 
aa they possibly can be. Machinery 
and men make it a costly business, 
Loa. 

The cast of maintalning a course 
varies Some seaside links are well 
kept at a reasonable cost, but an 
intand course, with drainage, ete. 
as oan addithonal expense, requires 
more labour and money. The In- 
Jand course on which DT play keeps 
10 men busy. There is an annual 
item on the balanee sheet of £1,890 
for course upkeep, 

In slating the above, | hope IT have 
not given the impression that golf 
is a costly gume to play. Far from 
cheapest forms of recreation and 
ex¢reise that il is possible te Indulge 
In. Everything depends upon the 
player, 

One who is content to potter 
round the course and enjoy himscif 
in his own way can do so very 
cheaply.¢ An old set of clubs, three 
or fyur dozen balls, a pair of stout 
shoes and his club subseription is 
all that it need cost him. He can 
play a year’s golf.on a provincial 
course for less than £20. 

It is when the player gets the real 
fever that the cost increases. He 
gets a set of the latest’ matched 
uses one or two new balls 
each round, employs a caddic, 
dresses properly for the occasion and 
runs up the yearly bill, Then, 1 
grant, golf can be expensive. And 
it becomes even more so if the player 
reaches the scratch mark and enters 
tournaments ond open compctitions. 
expenditure of £3600 is 
moderate for some of our leading 
amateurs. 


The Professional's 
Position 


ESPITE the enormous amount 

of money spent on the game, 
the professional side is a blot on ity 
falr name. Many are apt to judge 
the earnings of a professional from 
the amounts received by champions 
like Walter Hagen and Gene Cotton, 
Alf Padgham and Charles Whit- 
combé tn England. Thelr carnings 
give a totally false Impression. In 
fact, the golf professor is the worst 
pald professional in all forms of 
sport. 

On the books of the P.G.A. there 
are 1,127 professionals and 455 
‘assistants. Some of them are lucky 
if they carn much more than £2 per 
week, The average earnings are £3 
per week. 

A professional usually receives 2 
retalning fee varying from £2 to £5 
per week. The remainder he makes 
by giving lessons and from the 
profits on the sale of cquipment. It

Old Temple Turned 
. To Sanctuary | 
At Chungking 


Chungking, iy 6 
The old Chungking Temple 
presented a busy and pathetic 
scene to-day aos child refugees. 
mostly war orphans, were re- 
ceived on their arrival from the 
war areas. 
More than 800 have already arrived 
here, while 22,000 arc awaiting trans- 
portation from Hankow by whatever 
ships are available to the city, where 
volunteer workers are striving 
valiantly with hosts of problems 
presented by the almost unheralded 
arrival of these waifs. 
Bencath the shadow of the old 
carved roof, held up by lofty pillars, 
Chinese women doctors were patientiy 
vaccinating the new arrivals, when 
Reuter’s correspondent visited the 
establishment, while in the open 
courtyard several hundred children, 
roughly assorted according to their 
ages, were receiving educational 
instruction. 
“Some cannot even understand each 
other, so-different are their dialects,” 
declared a member of the Chinese 
Women’s Associatlon for War Relief, 
who acted as sulde. 


PARENTS KILLED BY BOMBS 


She said, “They come from all 
provinces of north-enst China. Many 
come from Kaifeng and Chengchow, 
where their parents are said to have 
been victlms of the Japanese bomb- 
ings.” 

At a corner of the courtyard, large 
kroups of washer-women were Indus- 
triously scrubbing small garments, 
while sewing machines hummed as 
new clothes were rapldly being stitch- 
ed. 

Clathing and washing alone form in 
big item for nearly 1,000 children, 
stated the guide. while hygiene cde- 
manded the constant attention of the 
local doctors, who are giving thelr 
services for this work. 


SMALL CLOTHES FACTORY 


She continued. “We have been 
obliged to start a small clothes factory 
in order to care for the needs of those 
children who have no clothes or whose 
clothes are worn out, while the dis- 
Ppensary and sick room Is also busy.” 

Temple rooms have been prepared 
as dormitories and 
have been prepared, cach with a 
neatly folded clean bedding, while 
efforts have been made to use all 
space to advantage. 

“Many, however,” she suid, “sleep 
on mats spread on the stone floors, 
owing to lack of bunks.” 

Reuter’s correspondent ina last 
gitmpse of the temple courtyard saw 
a number of children playing happily 
together.—Reuter Special,

As 4 rule, 
Major-General D'Aguilar got along 
quite well with his superior, Governor 
Davis, even going so far as to sanc- 
tion what were popularly regarded 
as some of the latter’s worst acts. 
‘On the whole, too, he was quite 
well liked by the English community 
in the Colony, and upon his departure 
for England by the P. & 0. Co.'s 
steamer Lady M. Wood on February 
28, 1848 there were expressions of 
regret. Several addresses were pre- 
sented to him, and a group of his nd- 
mirers testified their respect by piv- 
jog him a dinner at the Club on 
Whursday, February 24. 

Major-General D'Agullar died in 
London, on May 21, 1855. He had 
reached the rank of Lieutenant- 
General, and had been the/ recipient 
of a KCB. from Queen ! Victorian.

Any one who has the slightest 
‘conception of the cost of war— 
and Britain is spending £1,000,- 
000 a day on a peace-time re- 
armament plan—will recognise 
the enormous strain which a 
year’s bitter campaigning must 
have put upon the Japanese re- 
sources. Early in the war, the 
Chinese argued that Japan 
would exhaust herself in at- 
tempting to conquer their vast 
country and that, when the time 
came when she could no longer 


afford to buy essential supplies, 


China would have her -innings, 
People were inclined to make 
light of this optimistic assgr-. 
tion. They may not do so now, 
There is no sign’ whatever of 
any weakening of the Chinese 
resistance., And while there is 
certainly no sign of any slacken- 
ing of tho Japaneso pace of in- 
vasion, it commences to have 
the appearance of a rush cam- 
paign—an almost desperate ef- 
fort to put an end to this tire. 
some incident. 

Meanwhile, it can no longer bo 
said that there aro not aligns of 


pus is a paradoxical cpoch in 
European history. | Never 
was there a time when people 
were so persistently -talking of 
war. And scldom has. there 
been a timg when war was more 
improbable... The improbability 
is not assisted, it must be admit- 
ted, by the war talk, but oven 
that provocation may not be 
cnough to break the peace spell. 


If anyone -feels disposed to chal- 
lenge this statement, I ask them in 
all charltablencss to consider the facts 
without prejudice. These facts are 
not my invention. They were neatly 
marshalled for me by o really dis- 
tinguished military man who was 
wholehenrted2y anathematising a 
section of our politiclans and of our 
London stunt journals for keeping on 
sprending the war rumours. 

What this eminent huthority, whose 
professional impulse crnnot be said 

be to discount the risks of war, 
emphatically pointed out was that, if 
there were really going to be another 
big war in Europe, it would have 
come long ogo. His contention was 
that never before, at any rate in our 
time or our fathers’, had the flash- 
point to Europe’s powder. magazine 
been so high. During the past de- 
cade at least a dozen events have 
occurred, and passed with bloodshed, 
which before 1914 would almost in- 
evitably have meant war. 


Taking it Quietly 


In 1914 Europe exploded, and trnpt- 
ged in a moiety of the outside world, 
over the nssnssination of an Austrian 
archduke. A whole battue of Aus- 
trian archdukes might be prepetrated 
now, and not a single sentry outside 
the chancelleries of Europe would so 
much as undo the button of his gas- 
respirator. 

Fifty years ago we had Mr, Glad- 
stone fulmtnating agninst the Turks! 
beenuse of their Armenian atrocities, 
and half Britain was heated to war ! 
fever. The Nazis have perpetrated 
the most abominable outrages on the 
Jews, but “no voice or hideous hum 
sounds through the arched roof in 
words decefving.” When the German 
Emperor sent a gunboat to Agadir 
about ten years before the Great 
Wer, France and Britain practically 
called out the guard. About a dozen 
British ships hate been bombed or 
torpedocd on their lawful occasions 
within the Iast twelve months, and 
we have not cven blown n police 
whistle. 

There is no suggestion of a low 
Europetn finsh-point about this re- 
trospect. On the exact contrary, it 
demonstrates a most remarkably high 
one. There may be high blood pres- 
sure in the diplomatic arteries, but 
those arteries haye never been in a 
jess brittle or more clastic condition. 
To borrow one of ‘those Transatlantic 
cliches of which''some of us‘seem so 
fond, “We can take it!" We cnn, and 
do, take it, almost dally and hourly, 
in a manner whieh would have been 
altogether béyond the endurance of 
our belligerent forebears. The rude 
forefathers of the hamlet would have 
had thelr coats off, and their sleeves , 
well tucked up for action, when we 
merely, get a trifle hot under the 
conar, 


What Misht Have Been: 


All_of which only goes to prove! 
that Europe to-day ts not hankering 
for war, but desperately hugging 
Peace for almost more than it is 
worth. Had there been any real dis- 
position to have another flare up all 
round, there have been any aumber 
of suitnble and appropriate excuses 
and occasions, 

So all this constant war talk is not 


only silly but positively dangerous. 
It is the one disquicting symptom in 
an otherwise abnormally pacific out- 
look. 

It may be argued that the mere 
fact that we ure spending multi- 
millions on rearmament {s sufficient 
to discount my contention, but that in 
surely not a very Intelligent point of 
view. It is the weak and not the 
strong States that invite hostilities, 
The more Britain or France spends 
on rearmament, always provided it is 
intelligently spent and not merely 
frittered awby in an orgy of profitecr- 
ing, the Jess Itkelthood is there of the 
skies falling on Europe. ‘ 

When has it been discovered, either 
at school or in the big arena of world 
affalrs, that the bullies made a dead 
set at the big hefty boys? The thing 
is too obvious to need stressing. If 
we had never disarmed— or better 
still had loyally co-operated with 
France in secing that Germany did 
not rearm—how vastly different the 


a Japanese weakening in other 
directions than the battle front. 
It is improbable that, left to her 
own ‘devices, wthout:the vast 
funds necessary to guarantee a 
constant flow of material vital 
to the manufacture of arma- 
ments, she could wage war for 
many months. If credit is 
denied her Japan's position may 
well be becoming desperate. It 
cannot be argued that she is 
staggering because she has 
deemed it wise to issue tmer- 
gency currency notes and coins. 
But it is self-evident that all is 
not well with the Japanese finan- 
cial position. Inflation may be o 
means of' finding ‘new markets 
for cheap goods, but it is cssen- 
tially a mothod of a seriously 
embarrassed Government.

These astute 
exhibitionists saw that now was the 
heaven-sent chance to bluff to their 
hearts’ content. When ‘the attitude 
of your neighbours is compromise be- 
fore anything, and anything rather 
than go to law, then !s the saplent 
moment to talk in terms of legal writs 
and summonses, 

And the more dunderheads in this 
or other countries keep on talking 
of war, and exhibiting oll the well- 
known symptoms of blue jitters, the 
more the Berlin-Rome poker experts 
wilt be encouraged to raise the bluff 


stikes. Thelr motto will be, “The 
sky's the limit!” 

It may also be argucd, of course, 
that whilst the reasons I have stated 
above opply now, they will cease to 
do so when the democratic Powers 
have completed -their rearmament; 
that the moment this precaution hos 
been completed, there will be a call-. 
ing of the bluff, and another Euro- 
Pean upheaval. : : 


That hardly follows. The stronger 
France and Britain become, the less 
adventurous will Hitler and- Musso- 
lin! be disposed to. be in their poker 
ealls, If the issue had been already 
decided in favour of war within oa 
brief period, would not the aggressive 
Powers have made the moment now, 
ond not waited until the odds against 
them will be much heavier than at 
present? It seems commonsense that 
such would have been their policy. 

In truth nelther Hitler nor Musso- 
lini, Jf they are as clever ng we may 
credit them with being, wants a real 
war, What they can achieve by 
bluffing, they will harvest as effec- 
tively as possible. But why should 
they, of all men, risk the hazard of 
an explosion in Europe? People who 
live In glnss houses must not throw 
stones, And Dictators who dwell on 
top of domestic powder magozines 
must not play with lighted matches, 


Totolitarian States _ present only 
one facade to outside view, and that 
is the strongest slde. Democratic 
States, on the other hand, present 
thelr wenkcest flank to public scrutiny. 
When the hour of ordeal arrives, ‘tt 
arrive it eventually ‘docs, which 
edifice is likely to stand the strain 
better? Dornocracy may have pack- 
ed its citadels with gcesc, but geese 
are not the only creatures that hiss. 
That is one of the propertics of 
snakes,. and the totalitarian citadels 
may very well prove, In tho time of 
test, to be. partly. garrisoned by 
ratticsnakes, The hissing of geceso 
may prove, as in‘ the clossic-case of 
Rome, o safeguard for the State. 
There is nothing but tcthal malice in 
the hissing of snakes. ih . 


Whereas national emergency tends 
to unite all democratic partics, and 


te 


make them forget thelr mutual quar- _ 


rels in the common cause, the effect 
on totalitarlan communitics may be 
to .relense the dogs of domestic 
anarchy. These facts are too clemen- 
tary to be overlopked by the totall- 
tariqn chieftains. They constitute 
one more solid reason for refusing to 
believe that the world is going to 
blow up to-morrow. 


This notion that there is a mene 
tality, democratic or totalitarian, 
which revels In the prospect of being 
mutilated beyond recognition by high 
explosive is just the craziest imagin- 
able. Nobody wnnta war. Every- 
body had therefore much better stop 
vapouring about it. 


Personalities of Old Hongkong 


Major-General Sir George 


Charles D’Aguilar, CB. 


By T. Paul Gregory 


One of the really great personalities in the early history 


of the Colony was that of the 


Sir George*Charles D’Aguilar, C.B. 
foresaw the future wealth and grandeur of Hongkong, 
and, soldier though he was, he clearly realised that this 
“bit of Britain” in the Far East would never achieve itn 
real significance in the fabric of the Empire unless the 
military and civilian authorities worked hand in hand for 
the accomplishment of a common purpose. . 
he ceaselessly devoted the greater part of his time here, 
and as a result of his efforts, our Colony ranks as one of 


the “fairest gems in the 
Empire.” 

Major-General Sir George Charles 
D'Aguilar was born jn England about 
the year 1800. He sprang from mar- 
tial forebears, and began his career 
in the army at an early age.. His 
undoubted capacity for the life of a 
soldier won for him a steady series 
of promotions, and by the time that 
he figured in local history he 
was already o Major-General. The 
terse announcement of the day states 
that “he was appointed to command 
11.M.’s land forces in China and also 
to serve as Lieutenant Governor of 
the newly co itituted Colony of 
Hongkong.” Hap timely arrival here 
by H.M.S. Castor on December 27, 
1843 marked the initlatory cfforts of 
the Home Government to make the 
infant Colony into a great military 
outpost, : 


First Meeting Of The 


Legislative Council 


The appointment of Major-General 
D‘Aguilar in his secondary official 
capacity as Licutenant Governor of 
the Colony was. duly. Razetted on 
January 11, 1844. ~Ehis date was in 
reality a “red Ietter’ one in the his-

effect the arrest. Unfortunaicly, 
however, the man chosen for the duty 
of bailiff was also n-soldier, in civi- 
lian clothes, Upon-his arrival at the 
camp, Licutenant Macdonald. refused 


was perhaps its maiden official act. 
The Council, morcover, admitted the 
Major-Gencral and Major Caine, the 
Chief Magistrate to membership in 
the body. They took in turn the 
solemn oaths and assumed thelr seats 
amidst unusual pomp and ceremony; 
for in honour of the occasion, salvos 
were fired by the Battery and the 
troops burst out into a round of 
cheering. 

Major-General D'Aguilar's sojourn 
of nearly four years in the Colony 
was notable from the very beginning 


to submit to the indignity of arrest by 
a soldier in civilian capacity, and, 
moreover, recognising the man, forth- 
with ordered his seizure under the 
extraordinary pretext that “the con- 
stable being a soldier minus his pro- 
per uniform was bringing disgrace 
upon the profession of arms.by pre- 
tending to be able to order the arrest 
of one of H. M.'s duly uniformed 
forees." The affair, at first ludicrous, 
now assumed an olmost serious turn, 
but, thanks to the swift ‘action of 
Major-General D'Aguilar, it was 


on uccount of his constant efforts to 
insist upon the co-opcration of the 
military with the civil authorities in 
the joint upholding of law and order. 
As might be anticlpated this was no 
easy task; for many of the 
soldiers seemed to have the opin- 
fon that they were a law unto 
themselves, and unseemly conflicts 
with civilians resulted from time to 
time. One of these was the affair of 
Licutenant ‘Macdondid, which had 
it not been firmly handled by. the 
G.O.C. from the outset, might have 
had scrious repercuasions. Tho’ facts 
of the case were that a body of the 
troops became involved jn a quarrel 
with a number of English residents, 
and some f the soldiers were rather 
severely manhandled.

Hongkong, and many juropeans, 
observed the three minutes’ Silence 
at noon to-day, in remembrance of 
Chinu'sa war dead. 


The first anniversary of the Lukou- 
chino’ Incident, which started the 
wreat conflict between China and 
Japon, was also marked in Hongkong 
by the lowering to half-munst of the 
Chinese Nationalist flag on, many 
buildings. 


A memorial meeting was held pt 
the Chinese Chamber of Commerce 
at 11 am. Mr, Lt Sing-lcui took the 
chair, and after the three minutes 
sllence, the nssembly bowed to the 
Chinese National flags and to the 
names of thoso who have fought end 
died for thelr country. : 

Mr. J. M. Wong said a few words 
about the soldiers who hud lost their 
Hives, and added that it was only 
right und proper that they should be 
honoured by this, mecting. 

Addressing the gathering the Chiir- 
man, Mr. Li Sing-kut said that, 
to-day July 7, marked the first an- 
niversary of the Sino-Japanese 
hostilities, since July 7 last year, 
when the Incident at Lukouchtiao 
started the war, not only hnd many 
soldiers been killed on the battle~ 
felds, but many clvilians, hospitals, 
factories and homes have been ruth- 
lexsly bombed and destroyed by the 
Japanese, 

Those who have been fortunate to 
escape the terrors of the war should 
now do their very best and anid their 
less fortunate brethern. 


CHINA UNITED 


The Chinese people are now more 
tnited than ever before, and millions 
are prepared to fight und die for 
{heir country. It would be Lmpossi- 
ule for Chinn to be conquered if 
every man were prepared to do his 
duty.

The tnsks that the conference has 
to d¢al with are discussed in detall 
by the Times’ Central European cor- 
respondent. The chicf question, he 
says, that will engage the efforts of

five received no formal invitation to 
take part in the conference. Several 
private and semi-oMcial organisa- 
tions for refugees will be repre- 
scentuted, too.
